It is also notable that the underlining and line-throughs used in 
the preliminary amendment do not accurately reflect the changes that were made in the original claims. For instance, amended claim 
6 of the preliminary amendment fails to even mention the, "substituted poly(lactide) wherein the substituent is selected from...." let 
alone line-through it.
